A Vendetta Vows to Kill an 
American Soldier Every Week.

There are many native outlaw or­ 
ganizations on these islands, and at 
first we credited this outlawry to the 
natives as a class, but we have learned 
our mistake. 
They are not confined to 
any one class, foreigners as well as na­ 
tives being members of the various 
banda 
Probably the greatest of these organ­ 
isations is the Maccabebes, who are 
especially strong in Manila and on the 
island of Luzon. 
Almost every night 
these organized freebooters find victims 
in the city and suburbs. Chinese, Span­ 
iards, natives and Americans all fall 
prey to these outlaws. Lately they have 
made a vow to kill at least one Ameri­ 
can soldier each week, and they have 
been succeeding in their resolve. 
The 
death of the Maccabebo organization in 
Manila will be only tho question of a 
few months, for our officials are now 
hot on the trail of its leaders. There are 
other lawless classes of natives on these 
islands. 
In many cases they are led by 
“ anting anting, ” or charm men, and 
their system of robbery and plunder ex­ 
tends over large districts. 
A just ad­ 
ministration will eliminate many of 
these outlaw bands, whose existence in 
many cases was brought about by tho 
outrages of their cruel and oppressive 
Spanish masters. 
Lately I have had occasion to learn 
much about the inhumanity of Spanish 
officials in tho Philippines. Every day 
these tales of barbarity are cropping out. 
It was in the collection of taxes that 
the Spaniards were most unrelenting. 
The natives were taxed for everything, 
even to their children. Out in Malaban 
a native had three children, and when 
the taxgatherer arrived the native had 
bnt money enough to pay tho tax on 
one child. 
He was given a choice of 
which this should he, and the other 
two were beheaded before his eyes. 
This is only one of many similar cases. 
It is no wonder that the insurgents re­ 
volted against their inhuman rulers, 
and their thirst for Spanish blood is 
bnt natural in view of the circnm- 
atanoos. 
The loper colony of Manila is located 
In an old convent out on tho Passe del 
Norte beyond the Santa Cruz district 
of New Manila 
Daring the turbulent 


an open field aoout naif a mile irom toe 
Galle de Real. 
It is built in the form of 
a hollow square, w ith conning towers d i­ 
agonally placed at the northeast and 
southwest corners, and seemed to be 
impregnable. 
However, in providing for an em er­ 
gency the small Spanish detachm ent 
garrisoning the blockhouse forgot to 
secure a supply of water. They had only 
a small tank and were dependent upon 
the rains to keep up the supply. W hen 
the insurgent forces appeared upon the 
three sides at once, the garrison was 
not in the least daunted, as plentiful 
supplies of food and am m unition were 
stored w ithin the strong stone walls. 
For four days and nights they kept the 
insurgents at bay, but the w ater supply 
was gone, and there were no signs of 
rain as it was the dry season. 
Two days longer the garrison held 
out and then retreated nnder cover of 
darkness to the cemetery chapel, no 
doubt believing th at they were safe 
from the vengeance of the natives nn ­ 
der the sanctity of the cross. The insur­ 
gents closed in and occupied the block­ 
house deserted by the Spaniards. 
This 
position commanded the north walls and 
windows of the chapel, and nnder the 
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INSURGENT OFFICERS. 
tim es of the siege and blockade vigilance 
was relaxed, and m any of tho poor 
wretches escaped from their piison and 
commenced wandering about the streets 
in search of food. As soon as we entered 
the city the work of returning these 
lepers, some 200 or 800 in number, was 
begun. 
Every tim e one crept from his 
hiding place he was loaded on a bull 
cart and taken back to his dreary prison 
to slowly rot away. The appearance of 
the leper is repulsive yet pitiful. There 
are seen faces so contorted and disfig­ 
ured by the terrible disease th at every 
vestige of hum anity seems to bo lack­ 
ing; eyes from whose leaden balls comes 
no gleam of answering intelligence to 
tell th at iii that deformed and shriveled 
frame there still dwells a hum an soul. 
I have seen bodies and limbs so shrunk­ 
en, tw isted and decayed th at it seems a 
marvel th at so battered a hulk had still 
sufficient vitality to hold imprisoned 
the smoldering spark of life. 
Manila has no theaters worthy of 
especial mention, the Znrilla, the finest 
of the playhouses of the city, being at 
present occupied as barracks by our 
troops. 
The Philippine theater, down 
in the Suiapo district, is about the only 
playhouse whose doors are now open to 
the public. 
Here a num ber of native 
productions have lately been given 
which are certainly unique if not a r­ 
tistic specimens of the histrionic art. 
Out to the north of M anila is situated 
a native cemetery in which is located a 
chapel w ith which is connected some 
stirring events of the late war between 
the Spanish and the insurgents. At the 
breaking out of the insurrection two 
Jears ago the Spaniards built a block­ 
house, which is still in good condition 
and an interesting place to visit. 
This 
blockhouse stands about 200 yards to 
the north and east of the church and in

cover of their guns the insurgents crept 
up and commenced the work of cutting 
a passage through the two foot stone 
wall which surrounded the cemetery 
and chapel. 
The Spaniards could in no 
way check this movement, as there was 
no way of reaching the men en the out­ 
side of the wall without exposing them­ 
selves to the deadly fire of the insur­ 
gents. 
To cut a hole through the wall re­ 
quired two days, and then a hole only 
sufficient to admit two men at a time 
was made. 
Through this opening they 
flocked into tho yard, aud then, making 
a charge on three sides of the building, 
climbed in through the windows and 
killed tho 28 Spanish soldiers of the 
garrison. W hat a scene of carnage there 
was the next morning when the snn 
sent its golden rays through the gothic 
windows in tho dome of the chapel! On 
the floor beneath lay the 28 dead sol­ 
diers, the remnant of the garrison of 
the ill fated stone fort, struck down be­ 
neath the cross which had been the rod 
of iron used in tyrannizing over the 
poor and ignorant natives; surely a 
retribution on those, who, by their bru­ 
tality 
and 
nn-Christianlike 
abuse, 
taught their victors to know no pity! 
W hen Cavite fell, a single Spanish 
officer escaped capture or massacre. He 
songht refuge in a small room which, 
like several of its kind, opened into a 
court from which an arched passage­ 
way led out to the street. 
His flight 
was observed a t the time, but the in­ 
surgents, busy w ith their Weedy slaugh­ 
ter, forgot him. 
lin t tow ard evening 
his flight was recalled, and a horde was 
soon upon him. 
He had barricaded the 
door, and a t last this was broken down. 
The officer then fought fiercely for his 
life, and only after a great struggle, in 
which a num ber of natives were struck 
down, was his sword arm pieered by a 
bullet, and. disabled, ho fell an easy 
prey to their thirst for Spanish blood. 
Finally bis head was sever d from his 
body, and one of the natives, bolder 
than the rest. set it up on a window 
and, falling down before it. snouted, 
“ Sextus gloria!” and i us th e 
ody 
work was christened the sixth g lo ry 
When it is remembered that tho 
established church of tin' Philippines 
has b ut “ five glories,” tho sigm a, alice 
of this bloody work to the long op­ 
pressed insurgents becomes apparent. 
Finally one of the natives took up the 
head upon a pike and headed tile pro­ 
cession about the room, and all shouted 
“ Sextus gloria!” 
as they marched. 
This was another dark day for Spanish 
rule in the Philippines, and countless 
others just as horrible can be recited. 
Had M anila fallen before the hordes of 
Aguinaldo horrors more terrible than 
the 
modern world has ever known 
doubtless would have been enacted. 
The church in the Philippines has 
been a great fomenter of evil. It would 
be a hard m atter to tell just w hat the 
position of the church here is at pres­ 
ent. It was established here coincident 
w ith the estab’ishm ent of Spanish rule 
and is the established church of Spain, 
fostered by Spanish rule, supported by

The ice breaker in use at some of the 
Baltic ports of Germany is an oval 
shaped and very heavy construction of 
steel, which, in spite of its weight, 
floats without difficulty. 
In front it 
curves gradually upw ard so that it can 
run up on the ice, which it breaks by its 
weight. In the rear is a wedge shaped 
indentation, in which the bow of th.* 
steam er that pushes it is inserted. The 
appliance is securely attached to the 
vessel by chains and steel fixtures. The 
enthusiastic Makaroff is confident that a 
practicable ice breaker weighing 20,000 
tons may be built on his model. ’ He 
says that with snch a m achine he could 
break his way to the north pole, and 
th at the attem pt will be made just as 
soon as he has proved the efficiency of 
his m achine for less gigantic achieve­ 
m ents.— New York Sail

tion’s Attitude Toward Us.

The relations past and present be­ 
tween the United States and Germany 
formed the subject of an interesting in- 
ti rviow which the German embassador, 
Dr. Theodore von Holleben, accorded 
recently to the New \ork W orld corre* 
fpondent. 
“ Although much has been said and 
w ritten,” said the embassador, “ con­ 
cerning the feeling which Germany en- 
t<Ttains for the United States, there re­ 
mains much that can be said, I think, 
with some benefit to many of the citi­ 
zens of both countries. I see almost ev­ 
ery day articles in the papers which 
%vould lead the American people to be­ 
lieve that (rermany is unfriendly. Now, 
1 ask. why should Germ any be un­ 
friendly? I cannot give one reason, but 
I can state many good ones why we 
sliculd be jnst the reverse. 
“ A few day.-s ago I had, at W ashing­ 
ton in the embassy, a little fete in hon­ 
or of the eni{)eror’s fortieth birthday. 
.More than i2U0 Gennan-Ainericans of 
Washington came to honor the ruler of 
their 
fatherland 
and to show tliat. 
tlumgh they liave chosen a new home, 
they still hold their old one in tenderest 
memory. 
There are many hundreds 
of thousands 
such 
people scattered 
throughout the United States, and this 
alone constitutes a good political and 
economic reason fcr Germany and the 
United States always to maintain har­ 
monious relations. 
A ny trouble which 
might occur between the two nations 
would be to millions of their citizens a 
kind of civil war, as painful and dis­ 
heartening as such a conflict. 
“ Uommercial friction does not fur­ 
nish a sufficient plea for this alleged 
unfriendliness. 
Commercial 
friction 
should not enter into the question of 
higher politics, and I know that the 
American people are too broad minded 
to allow the minor consideration to in­ 
fluence them in the greater things at 
stake. 
It is true that tariff regulations 
in this country and restrictive legisla­ 
tion in ours have caused considerable 
ill will, but this is the natural result of 
the gr(*at htrnggle for commercial su 
premacy. 
“ The United 
States has had the 
same feeling toward France and toward 
Groat Britain. 
It is true the Dingley 
tariff law aroused some ill w ill among 
the agricultural element in Germany, 
just as the meat restrictions inflamed 
sentiment among the Chicago dealers. 
But the German people certainly real­ 
ized that this government had a right 
to make laws to suit the needs of its 
own citizen.s, and we always looked for­ 
ward to the time when by some special 
legislation the clauses which worked 
hardships for our people would be re­ 
moved. 
These were never considered 
eufliciently grave to cause unfriendli­ 
ness between the two nations. 
“ Coming to a subject of later devel­ 
opment and of more momentous import, 
the attitude of Germany toward the 
United States during the late w'ar with 
^pain, I can say w ith perfect truth and 
frankness that notwithstanding all that 
has been said to the contrary there 
nev(*r was a moment when this govern­ 
ment thought for one instant that Ger­ 
many was otherw’ise than friendly and 
^’ell disposed. 
There never was a mo­ 
ment when the German government 
thought that the United States was 
actuated by any but just and honorable 
motives in its conduct of the war. 
the vexations question of the 
Fhilijipines and the presence of a large 
german fleet near those islands, it must 
be reinembered that Germ any’s com­ 
mercial interests required these precau­ 
tions. 
Germany has greater and more 
numerous interests to protect than any

England not excepted. In

GERMANY AND AMERICA, 


Dr. Von Holleben States His Na­ 
tion’s Attitude Toward Us. 


50 GROUNDS FOR ILL FEELING. 


Kay* G erm an y W a* N eu tral T h r o u g h ­ 
out th e h a te W ar, and She W e i­ 
rd in en Our A dvent In P h ilip p in e* .

The relations past and present be­ 
tween the United States and Germany 
formed the subject of an interesting in­ 
terview which the German embassador, 
Dr. Theodore von Holleben, accorded 
recently to the New York World corre- 
ipondent. 
“ Although much has been said and 
written,” said the embassador, “ con­ 
cerning the feeling which Germany en­ 
tertains for the United States, there re­ 
mains much that can be said, I think, 
with some benefit to many of the citi­ 
zens of both countries. I see almost ev­ 
ery day articles in the papers which 
would lead the American people to be­ 
leve that Germany is unfriendly. Now, 
I ask, why should Germany be un­ 
friendly? I cannot give one reason, but 
I can state many good ones why we 
should be just the reverse. 
“ A few days ago I had, at Washing­ 
ton in the embassy, a little fete in hon­ 
er of the emperor’8 fortieth birthday. 
Afore than 200 German-Americans of 
Washington came to honor tile ruler of 
their fatherland 
and to show that, 
though they have chosen a new home, 
they still hold their old one in tenderest 
memory. 
There are many hundreds 
of thousands 
such people scattered 
throughout the United States, and this 
alone constitutes a good political and 
economic reason fcr Germany and the 
United States always to maintain har­ 
monious relations. 
Any trouble which 
might occur between the two nations 
would be to millions of their citizens a 
kind of civil war, as painful and dis­ 
heartening as such a conflict. 
“ Commercial friction does not fur­ 
nish a sufficient plea for this alleged 
unfriendliness. 
Commercial 
friction 
should not enter into the question of 
higher politics, and I know that the 
American people are too broad minded 
to allow the minor consideration to in­ 
fluence them in the greater things at 
stake. 
It is true that tariff regulations 
in this country and restrictive legisla­ 
tion in ours have caused considerable 
ill will, but this is the natural result of 
the great struggle for commercial sn 
premacy. 
“ Tho United 
States has had the 
same feeling toward France and toward 
Great Britain. 
It is true the Dingley 
tariff law aroused some ill will among 
the agricultural element in Germany, 
just as the meat restrictions inflamed 
sentiment among the Chicago dealers. 
But the German people certainly real­ 
ized that this government had a right 
to make laws to suit the needs of its 
own citizens, and we always looked for­ 
ward to tho time when by some special 
legislation the clauses which worked 
hardships for our people would be re­ 
moved. 
These were never considered 
sufficiently grave to cause unfriendli­ 
ness between the two nations. 
“ Coming to a subject of later devel­ 
opment and of more momentous import, 
the attitude cf Germany toward the 
United States during the late war with 
Spain, I can say with perfect truth and 
frankness that notwithstanding all that 
has been said to the contrary there 
never was a moment when this govern­ 
ment thought for one instant that Ger­ 
many was otherwise than friendly and 
'veil disposed. 
There never was a mo­ 
ment when the German government 
thought that the United States was 
actuated by any but just and honorable 
motives in its conduct of the war. 
‘‘Ahunt the vexations question of the 
Philippines and the presence of a large 
German fleet near those islands, it must 
he remembered that Germany’s com­ 
mercial interests required these precau­ 
tions. 
Germany has greater and more 
numerous interests to protect than any 
her power, England not excepted. In 
addition we had under our protection 
® interests of Austria, Switzerland 
and Portugal. 
It must be remembered, too, that 
the sudden and dazzling victory of Ad­ 
miral Dewey was entirely unexpected, 
ana we were unprepared for the change 
n the political horizon which that vic- 
•ry caused. 
We knew well, and this 
knowledge was shared by all the Euro­ 
pean powers, that Spain could not hold 
cr own against the insurgents. 
We

feet to cope with the sitnation.

“ Aneth, r circumstance which relates 
to the war with Spain was the tone of 
the German press just before the be­ 
ginning of hostilities. There were in 
stances where the German press ex­ 
pressed much sympathy fo r Spain, hut 
that was not unnatural when it is re­ 
membered that both governments are 
monarchical. The queen regent of Spain 
is a relative of our emperor, and that 
makes another reason that sympathy 
should be expressed by our papers. But 
no matter how much regret should have 
been expressed for Spain it does noi 
constitute a grave charge such as has 
been lodged against Germany in conse­ 
quence. 
“ We have in every way observed the 
laws of neutrality such as the interna­ 
tional etiquette demands. Now that the 
question of expansion has become sneh 
a vital one, I can say that Germany at 
east is not interfering in what is strict­ 
ly the affair of the United States. 
The 
United States did not object to our oc­ 
cupation of Kianchau. Why should we 
object to the American occupation of 
the Philippines ? We have no more vital 
interests in the Philippines than this 
government has in China. 
“ Since the I nited States did not en­ 
ter a protest to our entrance into their 
commercial domain in the Celestial em 
pire we cannot do a more courteous at t 
than to observe the same etiquette and 
abstain from all criticism of lier course 
iii Asiatic waters. 
I am confident that 
the day is not far distant when tiles* 
slight misunderstandings between tin 
two nations will be a thing of the past 
and those who have ulterior motives in 
promoting ill will between us w ll find 
their occupation gone. ’’

It was as an entertainer of children 
that Mynah will be remembered by a 
large circle of friends. 
Miss Thursby 
gave several entertainments during the 
holidays. 
On December 30 last a score 
of children from the tenements were 
invited to an entertainment given by 
the bird. 
Mynah was the entire pro­ 
gramme. 
Ho sang songs from several 
languages and gave an imitation of a 
banjo. He responded to several encores. 
The youngsters went away with his 
cheery goodby ringing in their ears. 
Mynah’s performance for the poor chil­ 
dren was his last public appearance. 
He had contracted the grip.

weaker, and the other day he passed 
away.

“ Although much has been said and 
written,” said the embassador, “ con­ 
cerning the feeling which Germany en­ 
tertains for the United States, there re­ 
m ains much that can be said, I think, 
wit Ii some benefit to many of the citi­ 
zens of both countries. I see almost ev­ 
ery day articles in the papers which 
would lead the American people to be­ 
have that Germany is unfriendly. Now, 
I ask, why should Germany be un­ 
friendly? I cannot give one reason, but 
I can state many good ones why we 
should be just the reverse. 
“ A few days ago I had, at Washing­ 
ton in the embassy, a little fete in hon­ 
er of tho emperor’8 fortieth birthday. 
Alure than 200 German-Americans of 
Washington came to honor the ruler of 
their 
fatherland 
and to show that, 
though they have chosen a new home, 
they still hold their old one in tenderest 
memory. 
There are many hundreds 
of thousands 
such people scattered 
throughout the United States, and this 
alone constitutes a good political and 
economic reason for Germany and the 
United States always to maintain hnr- 
monious relations. 
Any trouble which 
might occur between tho two nations 
would be to millions of their citizens a 
kind of civil war, as painful and dis­ 
heartening as such a conflict. 
“Commercial friction does not fur­ 
nish a sufficient plea for this alleged 
unfriendliness. 
Commercial 
friction 
should not enter into the question of 
higher politics, and I know that the 
American people are too broad minded 
to allow tho minor consideration to in­ 
fluence them in the greater things at 
stake. 
It is true that tariff regulations 
in this country and restrictive legisla­ 
tion in ours have caused considerable 
ill will, but this is tho natural result of 
the great struggle for commercial sn 
prom acy. 
“Tho United 
States has had the 
same fooling toward France and toward 
Great Britain. 
It is true the Dingley 
tariff law aroused some ill will among 
the agricultural element in Germany, 
just as the meat restrictions inflamed 
sentiment among the Chicago dealers. 
But the German people certainly real­ 
ized that this government had a right 
to make laws to suit the needs of its 
own citizens, and we always looked for­ 
ward to tho time when by some special 
legislation the clauses which worked 
hardships for our people would be re­ 
moved. 
These were never considered 
sufficiently grave to cause unfriendli­ 
ness between the two nations. 
“Coming to a subject of later devel­ 
opment and of more momentous import, 
the attitude cf Germany toward the 
United States during the late wTar with 
Spain, I can say with perfect truth and 
frankness that notwithstanding all that 
bas been said to the contrary there 
never was a moment when this govern­ 
ment thought for one instant that Ger­ 
many was otherwise than friendly and 
well disposed. 
There never was a mo­ 
ment when the German government 
thought that the United States was 
actuated by any but just and honorable 
motives in its conduct of the war. 
“About the vexations question of the 
Philippines and the presence of a large 
German fleet near those islands, it must 
be remembered that Germany’s com­ 
mercial interests required these precau­ 
tions. 
Germany has greater and more 
numerous interests to protect than any 
other power, England not excepted. In 
addition we had under our protection 
the interests of Austria, Switzerland 
and Portugal. 
“ It must be remembered, too, that 
the sudden and dazzling victory of Ad­ 
miral Dewey was entirely unexpected, 
and we were unprepared for the change 
in the political horizon which that vie- j 
t<'ry caused. 
We knew well, and this 
knowledge was shared by all the Euro­ 
pean powers, that Spain could not hold 
-aer own against the insurgents. 
We 
geared anarchy, and it needed a strong 
fleet to cope with tho situation. 
That 
why Admiral Diederichs was in 
Asiatic waters. W ith the appearance of 
th*-* I. nited States as the sovereign pow- 
; r in the archipelago all our fears van­ 
ished. We have only commercial inter­ 
n s there, and we are perfectly satisfied 
that the United States will guarantee 
an our rights in that respect. 
As for mtpnding to seize territory 
a T;ie Philippines, Germany never en­ 
tertained such 
We 


I pie will believe that Germany (lid not 
want to get, into that trouble when they 
find bow hard it is to take the Philip­ 
pine Islands. 
“ Aneth» r circumstance which relates 
to the war with Spain was the tone of ' 
the German press just before the be­ 
ginning of hostilities. 
There were in , 
stances where the German press ex- I 
I tressed much sympathy far Spain, but I 
that was not unnatural when it is re- j 
membered that both governments are 
monarchical. The queen regent of Spain ! 
is a relative of our emperor, and that ; 
makes another reason that sympathy J 
should be expressed by our papers. But 
no matter how much regret should have j 
been expressed for Spain it does not J 
constitute a grave charge such as has 
been lodged against Germany in conse­ 
quence. 
“ We have in every way observed the j 
laws of neutrality such as the interna- I 
tional etiquette demands. Now that the 
question of expansion has become snch 
a vital one, I can say that Germany at 
least is not interfering in what is strict 
ly the affair of the United States. 
The 
United States did not object to our oc­ 
cupation of Kiauchau. Why should we 
object to the American occupation of 
the Philippines? We have no more vital 
interests in the Philippines than this 
government has in China. 
“ Since the United States did not en 
ter a protest to our entrance into tilt it 
commercial domain in the Celestial em 
pire we cannot do a more courteous at t 
than to observe the same etiquette nim 
abstain from till criticism of hor course 
iii Asiatic waters. 
I am confident that 
th© day is not far distant when tin-a 
slight misunderstandings between tie 
two nations will be a thing of the pa t 
and those who have ulterior motives iii 
promoting ill will between us w ll find 
their occupation gone.”

He was an accomplished linguist at 
that time, and his store of languages 
increased year by year.

lay, Chinese, French, German aud Eng­ 
lish.

At the 
bird show several months ago he was 
the center of attraction.

there?” came with such directness that 
those within reach of his voice became 
humble and hastened to explain that 
they were doing nothing at all.

build a mile of roi l in Beaver county 
xx’as secured from the 
Peunsvlvai i i 
authorities 
at 
Harrisburg.

meetings of the company were held, but 
nothing developed b*oausn of internal 
troubles. 
From time to time rumors 
reached the city that the project, was 
not dead. but they did not gain wide 
circulation and the public believed that 
another plan to give Liverpool a com­ 
peting line of road had gone where the 
woodbine twineth.

It was a fearful wound, 
and thought at the tim e to he a fatal 
one. 
Victor did not receive any surgi­ 
cal attention for many hours afterward. 
He was eventua lly discovered and car­ 
ried back and all the attention possible 
paid him. 
He wa s afterward sent to 
San Francisco, the ship’s surgeon offer­ 
ing his services and ta king splendid care 
of the boy, even follow ing up his case at 
the hospital in Frisco, apparently de­ 
termined tha t death should not claim the 
young hero if he could check the grim 
monster, and a fterward succeeded in 
ha ving Holmes sent to his W aynesburg 
home, where, under the skill of Doctor 
Uiloni, and indefa tiga ble and tender 
care of a loving mother and other lady 
relatives, he was brought back to com ­ 
parative hea lth, and is t’o^v s lo w lv mak­ 
ing his wa y around the streets ot his 
na tive town. 
Young Carter, of the same town and 
conipanv, was also terribly wounded 
and expected to die; but, like Holmes, 
his indomitable nerve and sand pulled 
him through, and at la st report he wa s 


slowly conva lescing at San Francisco. 
Of a truth, our American boys, many 
of them in their teens, make maginfi- 
ceiit soldiers, as the Dons and Filipinos 
have discovered to their sorrow.

■ion yesterday afternoon when the mer­ 
cury began poi h r down the tube of 
every thermometer in town, and the 
whole city was shivering in earnest 
at r> o'clock when it became evident that 
iero weather was not a marker to what 
woald come before midnight. 
It had 
been cold, bat not so cold as to endanger 
any one, and the sadden change came 
in the nature of a surprise to all who 
have not been following conditions these 
past few days. 
The story of the cold i9 interesting. 
Before 6 o’clock the thermometer had 
passed zero, and at 7 it wa9 three de­ 
grees below. 
Nine o’clock eaw the five 
mark passed, and at IO :30 it had reached 
gjx on its downward road. Then it be­ 
came so cold that observers generally 
went to bed and allowed the mercury to 
pursue its chosen way without comment. 
When daylight came this morning 
there was more shivering. 
At the resi­ 
dence of F D. Kitchel, in Fifth street, 
an excellent thermometer stands out 
from the second story and cannot be 
influenced to any considerable extent 
bv anything bat natural causes. 
It reg­ 
istered at 7 o’clock just 14 degrees. 
A 
thermometer similarly placed at the 
residence 
of L. 
M. 
Thomas, 
in 
Seventh 
street, 
showed 
the same 
mark at that hour, while at the store of 
John Hodson the mercury was at ll 
degrees at 7 :30 o’clock. 
The thermome­ 
ter on the bridge showed 12 degrees,and 
that at the First National bank 13. 
It 
can thus be seen that there wa9 very 
little variation in the register, although 
it was colder on the hill than in the 
lower part of the city. 
The cold weather was responsible for 
a great deal of inconvenience and not a 
little suffering. 
W ater 
pipes 
were 
frozen in all parts of town, and plumbers 
had their time well occupied taking 
care of business today. The gas com­ 
panies. as usual, could not provide their 
customers with sufficient fuel to beep 
them warm, and complaints were heard 
everywhere today. 
Suffering from this 
cause alone a nounted to a consideration 
Persons who are employed at out 
door work suffered most, particularly 
teamsters and drivers. It was almost 
imposable for them to ride, and many 
were seen walking near their horses a9 
they moved 
as rapidly as possible 
through the streets. 
Some ears and 
noses were nipped, and in one instance 
a big man was seen standing in the 
street while two companions robbed his 
ears vigorously with snow. 
A number 
of sledding parties were abandened on 
account of the cold, and more or less in­ 
convenience was felt at the potteries. 
Trains were late, the early train from 
Pittsburg having been delayed by a 
frozen steam pipe. 
Those who have followed the m atter 
carefully say it is colder than daring the 
famous snap in January 1897, or Febru­ 
ary 1895 
At noon some thermometers 
registered at zero, but cold weather is 
predicted for tonight.

While the soldier boys of 1898 are 
gathered at the fireside in their north­ 
ern homes, with the snow falling out­ 
side and the sharp, cold wind whistling 
about the housetops, telling their moth­ 
ers and sisters of the scenes they saw in 
beautiful Cuba and still more beautiful 
Porto Rico, scientists and relic hunters 
by the score are traversing those same 
mountains and valleys and woodland 
jungles. These hunters began to arrive 
in the West Indies after most of the 
soldiers had left. 
Some are iii diligent 
pursuit of materials, weapons, cooking 
utensils, bullets and the like 
were used by the soldiers. 
Others are 
gathering invaluable scientific knowl­ 
edge in regard to the islands 
The scientists now in Cuba and Porte 
Rico are as yet a comparatively small 
lot, but they are progressing with their 
usual enterprise and persistency, and al­ 
ready they have made a number of dis­ 
coveries which will prove of no little 
importance to the specialist in geology, I united 
botany, zoology, anthropology, and the 
like. 
The Smithsonian institution is 
taking a very prominent part in those 
researches, and several scientists detail­ 
ed by it are conducting extensive inves­ 
tigations. 
Many specimens of the flora 
and fauna of the West Indies have al­ 
ready been shipped to 
Washington 
through the assistance of the depot 
quartermaster of the army located in 
Cuban and Porte Rican cities. Tin* rel­ 
ics, as one of the scientists said, are to 
be used as an object lesson to the Amer­ 
ican people, for, when deposited in suit­ 
able cases in the department of Ameri­ 
can history in the National museum, 
they will be seen by thousands of visit­ 
ors annually, not only by W ashingtoni­ 
ans, not only by Americans, but by 
people from all over the world. 
Among the scientists now in Porto 
Rico is Professor Paul Beckwith of the 
Smithsonian institute, who is making 
collections of historical, archaeological 
and war relics. 
Another is Dr. A. B. 
Baker of the National Zoological park, 
?lso detailed by the Smithsonian insti­ 
tute. lie is making a “ grand tour” on 
the U. S. S. Fishhawk in West Indian 
waters and is gathering a collection of 
living animals and especially of fish. Of 
the latter it is said he has found several 
species which were totally unknown to 
the naturalist. 
Books and rare manu­ 
scripts are being collected by Mr. Frie- 
denwald, who represents the congres­ 
sional library, while many others, trav­ 
eling on private enterprise, are making 
botanical and zoological collections. In 
their work they are boing assisted by

posed to have been worn around the 
neck by t heir chiefs, who also performed. 
the functions of high priests; celts sim­ 
ilar to those of the American Indian of 
the stone age; idols of peculiar form, 
representing a mountain sim ilar in 
form to the largest in the island ain1 
term inating at tho base on each end 
with heads, one representing tho hous* - 
hold god and the opposite end th at of 
the totem of the clan.

■ion yesterday afternoon when the mer­ 
cury besan gonif? down the tube of 
»ry thermometer in town, and the 
city was shivering in earnest 
at 6 0 clock when it became evident that 
rero weather was not a marker to what 
would come before midnight. 
It had 
been cold, but not so cold as to endanger 
any one. and the sudden change came 
In the nature of a surprise to all who 
have not been following conditions these 
past few days. 
The story of the cold is interesting. 
Before ll o’clock the thermometer had 
passed zero, and at 7 it was three de­ 
grees below. 
Nine o’clock saw the five 
mark passed, and at IO :30 it had reached 
lix on its downward road. 
Then it be­ 
came so cold that observers generally 
went to bed and allowed the mercury to 
pursue its chosen way without comment. 
When daylight came this morning 
there was more shivering. 
At the resi­ 
dence of F D. Kitchel. in Fifth street, 
an excellent thermometer stands out 
from the second story and cannot be 
influenced to any considerable extent 
bv anything but natural causes. 
It reg­ 
istered at 7 o’clock just 14 degrees. 
A 
thermometer similarly placed at the 
residence 
of L. 
M. 
Thomas, 
in 
Seventh 
street, 
showed 
the same 
mark at that hoar, while at the store of 
John Hodson the mercury was at ll 
degrees at 7 :30 o’clock. 
The thermome­ 
ter on the bridge showed 12 degrees,and 
that at the First National bank 13. 
It 
can thus be seen that there was very 
little variation in the register, although 
it was colder on the hill than in the 
lower part of the city. 
The cold weather was responsible for 
a preat deal of inconvenience and Dot a 
little suffering. 
Water 
pipes 
were 
frozen in all parts of town, and plumbers 
had their time well occupied taking 
care of business today. 
The gas com­ 
panies. as usual, could not pjovide their 
customers with sufficient fuel to keep 
them warm, and complaints were heard 
everywhere today. 
Suffering from this 
cause alone a nounted to a consideration 
Persons who are employed at out 
door work suffered most, particularly 
teamsters and drivers. 
It was almost 
imposable for them to ride, and many 
were seen walking near their horses as 
thev moved 
as rapidly as possible 
through the streets. 
Some ears and 
noses were nipped, and in one instance 
a big man was seen standing in the 
■treet while two companions rubbed his 
ears vigorously with snow. 
A number 
of sledding parties were abandoned on 
account of the cold, and more or less in­ 
convenience was felt at the potteries. 
Trains were late, the early train from 
Pittsburg having been delayed by a 
frozen steam pipe. 
Those who have followed the matter 
carefully say it is colder than daring the 
famous snap in January 1897, or Febru­ 
ary 1893 
At noon some thermometers 
registered at zero, bot cold weather is 
predicted for tonight.

While the soldier boys of 1898 are 
gathered at the fireside in their north­ 
ern homos, with the snow’ falling out­ 
side and the sharp, cold wind whistling 
about tile housetops, telling their moth­ 
ers and sisters of the scenes they saw’ in 
beautiful Cuba and still more beautiful 
Porte Rico, scientists and relic hunters 
by the score are traversing those same 
mountains and valleys and woodland 
jungles. These hunters began to arrive 
in the West Indies after most of the 
soldiers had left. 
Some are in diligent 
pursuit of materials, weapons, cooking 
utensils, bullets and the like which 
were used by the soldiers. 
Others are 
gathering invaluable scientific knowl­ 
edge in regard to the islands 
The scientists now iii Cuba and Porte 
Rico are as yet a comparatively small 
lot, but they are progressing with their 
usual enterprise and persistency, and al­ 
ready they have made a number of dis­ 
coveries which W’ill prove of no little 
importance to the specialist in geology, 
botany, zoology, anthropology, and the 
like. 
The Smithsonian institution is 
taking a very prominent part in those 
researches, and several scientists detail­ 
ed by it are conducting extensive inves­ 
tigations. 
Many specimens of the flora 
and fauna of the West Indies have al­ 
ready been shipped to 
Washington 
throngh the assistance of the depot 
quartermaster of the army located in 
Cuban and Porto Rican cities. The rel­ 
ics, as one of the scientists said, are to 
he used as ail object lesson to the Amer­ 
ican people, for, when deposited in suit­ 
able cases in the department of Ameri-

S t o r y o f I l i a F l r a t A a a l K n m e n t o n a 
Sn ii F r u i t i* I a v o P a p e r . 
In view )f Rudyard Kipling’s visit 
to the L iii ted States the following ac­ 
count of one of his reportorial experi­ 
ences will be of interest. 
‘‘I see the papers are reviving the 
story of Rudyard Kipling’s San Fran­ 
cisco experience in journalism,” re­ 
marked a reporter who is familiar with 
the traditions of the coast, “ but they 
have it all wrong. The facts were sim­ 
ply these: Kipling struck Frisco when 
he was overburdened with neither mon­ 
ey nor farno and applied at one of the 
morning papers for a job. The city ed­ 
itor was not much impressed with his 
appearance, but he happened to need 
help and gave him a chance on the 
force. 
The first assignment he got was 
to write up a mercantile failure, which 
he did in his own peculiar style. 
He 
made no reference to the assets or lia­ 
bilities or any of the other essential

facts, but confined himself chiefly to a 
striking pen portrait of the bankrupt, 
whom he depicted as an oleaginous ras­ 
cal, ripe for a cell. 
“ W hen the city editor read the copy. 
he came near having a fit

man w ith spectacles,’ he bawled, ‘who­ 
ever told you yon was a journalist must 
have been joking! Go and try shoeinak 
ing. ’ T hat was the way the creator ct 
Mulvaney came to be fired, and I wa 
never able* to see exactly where ti' 
joke came in. There are plenty of gro.r 
literary artists who w ouldn’t be wort! 
their salt on a daily paper, and Kiplin 
belongs 
ti) th at category. 
He wa

MILLIONS FOR AN IDEA. 


B r itish A d m iralty Offers f2S.000.000 
F o r a Y an k ee R o ta ry C ylinder. 
H. M. Buck, a watchmaker of Thomp­ 
sonville. Conn., has invented a rotary 
cylinder which is designed to increase 
the speed of steamships 50 per cent and 
at the same time do away entirely with 
the vibration of vessels. 
His method is 
to utilize all the expansion of steam for 
driving 
power, thus 
avoiding 
the 
waste, which in the cylinders now in 
use is computed at 98 per cent. 
It is 
this waste which requires the enormous 
coal consumption of modern steam ves­ 
sels and the appropriation of an abner 
“ ally large space in the vessel’s hull fur 
coal bunkers. 
Mr. Buck has opened negotiation^ 
with the British government. 
As a re­ 
sult an engineer came to New York 
from England about one month ago and 
met Mr. Bnck and saw his model. The 
British agent tested it very thoroughly 
and approved it. He went hack to Eng' 
land about two weeks ago, taking a 
dnplicate model with him. having fir.-t. 
acting in accordance with his instruc­ 
tions. made the following contract with 
the inventor: 
“ The board of admiralty is to con­ 
struct a cylinder and test it thoroughly 
for six days. 
If at the end of this time 
it be adjudged successful, Mr. Buck is 
to get $9. OOO, OOO. If a second test of On 
days is likewise successful he is to get 
an additional $9,000,000 and a final 
successful test of OO days’ duration is to 
bring an additional $10,000,000 
or 
$28,000,000 in all. ” It is the purpose of 
the British government to use the cyl­ 
inder in its warships.—Philadelphia i 
Press.

in the United States. The nativ e artists 
and sculptors are adepts. 
I hav e had a 
considerable acq uaintance with a phy si­ 
cian, a svijgeoii in Aguiualuu’s ariiij, 
and his knowledge of medicine is a.- 
complete as that of most graduates of 
American iiu*dical colleges. 
So it is 
through the whole oi the life and trade 
of Manila and Luzon. While it is to be 
ex pected that we would find not a few 
who hav e risen above the rabble and 
imbibed the nmre adv anced ideas of Eu- 
rcpean civ ilization, y et it is surprising 
how many of these hav e entered into 
the regeneration <jf their fellow beings 
and the transformation of Manila and 
the Philipjiines. 
There has been much written con­ 
cerning the diseases prev alent among 
the nativ es of thesf) islands. 
True it is 
that Luzon has its lepers, but leprosy is 
not pre\al* nl oil ihi^.-.e it-laiids tunny 
great ex tent. As to the many other dis­ 
eases cn^dited to the islands, all have 
been greall\ <*x aggerated. Many of th*> 
skin diseases, or apparent diseases of 
the skin, are really caused by mosq uito 
or other inst*ct bites. 
The nativ es let 
their finger nails grow’ to a great length, 
and it is the scratching of the insect 
bites with these poi.sonous nails that 
causes many of the sores. Quite a num­ 
ber of case.sof def« jrmity are seen among 
nativ es.

Ainerieaii ey es the nativ e home life 
prtiseiits many uniq ue and interesting 
phases. There is a wide difference be- 
twetD city and country life in the Phil­ 
ippines. and it is in the rural sections 
that the Filipino is seen in his natural­ 
ness and .simplicity . 
Here, as in most 
other tropical countries, the houses are 
Ijaiii with steep thatched roofs, with 
the eaves running nearly down to the 
proniid 
About Manila bay the nativ e 
lliackf nr« * built of bamboo, and there 
gre nuiny v illages 
of 
these 
(¡ueer 
lk^u.‘« es. Bacoor, Paraniq ue, Pasig, Tnn- 
falo, Marieaban, Malaban and a hun- 
dr«*d other towns are scattered about 
tlie bay uml in all of these the nativ es 
ire thi( kiy crowded. 
A native .shack is usually only one 
it<iry high, with the floor raised three 


lary on account of the swampy coiidi- 
ticu cf the land. 
All about the nativ e 
hntd ur«* piles of dirt and filth, and 
tivery wher** the most insanitary condi­ 
tions prev ail 
There are usually three 
or four geiieraticns q uartered in each 
ihaek. 
Aside from the nativ es of all 
fiz« ‘s and age.s, from the gray haired 
padre and seiiora dowm to the dimiim- 
tiv(* pickaiiinny , the goats and other an­ 
imals art* shf‘lter« *d w’ithiu. 
The w’ate*- 
bulTalu is housed in an adjoining shack. 
befur« * w« i reached here our men had 
beard cf th« * Philippine water buffalo 
and had foi'iiicHl v arious idea.s of theuLi 
mal. When one was first sighte« !, w«* 
were not a little surprised. 
The w’atcr 
hnffalo, which is the Filipino’s chief 
bt'ast of burden, closely resembles an 
ox ill siz«* and form, though its horu.« 
are larger and more widely spread apart. 
The natives are freq uently seen bathing 
the buffalo in the W’aters of the Pasig. 
Slid to us it was a novel performance 
The animals disport themselv es in ths 
itreain in real amphibious fashion, jus- 
tiiy ing the title of water buffalo. 
In a nativ e v illage nearly all the peo­ 
ple are related as a rasult of the sy stem 
of intermarriage. 
One family usually 
i« ?ttles dow’n in some place apart from 
the otlu'rs, and as the family increa.-as 
the town « jr hamlet grow’.s, new’ .shacks 
being added as they are needed. In the 
original marriage customs of the nativ es 
the usuages of Pacific islanders were 
closely followed. 
While some of the 
primitive customs hav e been lost sight 
of in the recent changes, many of them 
itill prevail. 
Like Jacob of old, the 
fnipino lover is still req uired to do a 
term of service for the father of his ui- 
tended bride, and the courtship is filied 
^ith try ing ceremonies and nnpleasant 
vicissitudes for the y oung conple before 
hey Wed and obtain a place in the 
bousfdiold. 
Great .simplicity prev ails in all phases 
lilipino life.

The natives are frequently seen bathing 
the buffalo in the waters of the Pasig, 
and to us it was a novel performance 
The anim als disport themselves in th * 
itrcain in real amphibious fashion, jus­ 
tifying tim title of water buffalo. 
In a native village nearly all the peo­ 
ple are related as a result of the system 
of intermarriage. One family usually 
settles down in some place apart from 
the others, and as the family increases 
the town or hamlet growls, new shacks 
being added as they are needed. In the 
original marriage customs of the natives 
the usa ages of Pacific islanders were 
closely followed. While some of the 
primitive customs have been lost sight 
of in tho recent changes, many of them 
■fill prevail. Like Jacob of old, the 
Filipino lover is still required to do a 
term of service for the father of his in­ 
tended bride, and the courtship is filled 
with trying ceremonies and unpleasant 
vicissitudes for the young couple before 
they wed and obtain a place in the 
household. 
Great sim p lify prevails in all phases 
filip in o life. A native will live upon 


They have become skilled as workmen 
in all trad.-s and professions. I have 
visited dozen* of them at work in their 
places of business and have found many 
possessing some knowledge of the Eng 
Bsh language. In every case they dis­ 
played many distinguishing traits. 
Manila h a s a native piano maker, 
who constructs from home materials 
entirely a grade of instruments which 
will compare favorably with those mad* 
in the United States. The native artists 
aud sculptors are adepts. I have had a 
considerable acquaintance with a physi­ 
cian, a burgeon in Aguinaldo^ army. 
and his knowledge of medicine is a.- 
eoniplete as that of most graduates oI 
American medical colleges. 
So it is- 
through the whole of the life and trade 
of Manila and Luzon. While it is to be 
expected that W’e would find not u few 
who have risen above the rabble and 
imbibed the more advanced ideas of Eu­ 
ropean civilization, yet it is surprising 
how many of these have entered into 
the regeneration of their fellow beings 
and the transformation of Manila and 
the Philippines.

primitive ideas of life. 
In his native 
condition the needs of the Filipino arc 
few and simple. 
Cureless alike of the 
past and future, he lives from hand to 


t w e e n city and country life in the Phil- 
mouth, letting each day take care of 
Ippines. aud it is in the rural sections 
that the Filipino is seen in his natural­ 
ness and simplicity. 
Here, as in most 
other tropical countries, the houses are 
built with steep thatched roofs, with 
the eaves running nearly down to the 
ground 
About Manila bay the native 
iliackt are built of bamboo, and there 
tre many villages 
of 
these 
queer 
bouses. Bacoor, Paranique, Pasig, Tun- 
galo, Maricaban, Malaban and a hun­ 
dred other towns are scattered about i 
tin* bay and in all of these the natives 
arc thickly crowded. 
A native shack is usually only one 
itorv high, with the floor raised three 


itself. He knows that the fruitful soil, 
almost without tillage, will yield him 
the necessities of life. 
The very condi­ 
tions of his existence breed indolence 
and unconcern as to the future. 
Tims it is with the great mass of the 
native population, but it must not bt 
inferred that there are no industrious- 
people among the Filipinos. 
In every 
profession in Manila we find natives 
engaged, and everywhere they display 
fine 
business qualifications. 
In 
the 
banks, the custom house, in factories 
and in stores they are prominent. 
We 
find them employed as civil guards in 
Manila, as conductors on the street ca. 
feet from the ground, which is neees- 
line and as operatives on the railroad, 
gary on account of the swampy condi­ 
tion of the land. 
All about the native 
hots ar** piles of dirt and filth, and 
everywhere the most insanitary condi­ 
tions prevail. 
There are usually three 
or four generations quartered in each 
aback. Aside from the natives of all 
lizos and ages, from the gray haired 
padre and senora down to the dim inu­ 
tive pickaninny, the goats and other a n ­ 
imals arc sheltered within. 
The wate* 
buffalo is housed in an adjoining shack. 
Before we reached here our men had 
beard cf tin* Philippine water buffalo 
aud had formed various ideas of the ani 
mal. When one was first sighted, we 
were not a little surprised. 
The water 
buffalo, which is the Filipino’s chief 
beast of burden, closely resembles an 
ox iii size and form, though its horns 
are larger and more widely spread apart. 
The natives are frequently seen bathing 
the buffalo in the waters of the Pasig. 
aud to us it was a novel performance 
The animals disport themselves in th i 
itream in real amphibious fashion, jus­ 
tifying the title of w ater buffalo. 
In a native village nearly all the peo­ 
ple are related as a rasult of the system 
of intermarriage. 
One family usually 
settles down in some place apart from 
the others, and as the family increases 
the town or hamlet grows, new shacks 
being added as they are needed. In the 
original marriage customs of the natives 
the usuages of Pacific islanders were 
closely followed. 
W hile some of the 
primitive customs have been lost sight 
of in tho recent changes, many of them 
•till prevail. 
Like Jacob of old, the 
Filipino lover is still required to do a 
term of service for the father of his in­ 
tended bride, and the courtship is lilied 
with trying ceremonies and unpleasant 
vicissitudes for the young couple before 
they wed and obtain a place in the 
household. 
Great simplicity prevails in all phases 
of Filipino life. A native will live upon 


They have become skilled as workmen 
in all trad*** and professions. 
I havt 
visited dozeni of them at work in their 
places of business and have found many 
possessing some knowledge of the Eng 
bsh language. 
In every case they dis­ 
played many distinguishing traits. 
Manila has a native piano maker, 
who constructs from home materials 
entirely a grade of instruments which 
will compare favorably with those mad* 
in the United States. The native artists 
and sculptors are adepts, 
I have had a 
considerable acquaintance with a physi­ 
cian, a surgeon iii A guinaldos ar my, 
and his knowledge of medicine is a* 
complete as that of most graduates oi 
American medical colleges. 
So it is 
through the whole or the life and trade 
of Manila and Luzon. While it is to be 
expected that we would find not a few 
who have risen above the rabble and 
imbibed the more advanced ideas of Eu­ 
ropean civilization, yet it is surprising 
how many of these have entered into 
the regeneration of their fellow beings 
and the transformation of Manila and 
the Philippines. 
There has been much written con­ 
cerning the diseases prevalent among 
the natives of these islands. 
True it is 
that Luzon has its lepers, but leprosy is 
not prevalent un those islands tunny 
great extent. As to tho many other dis­ 
eases credited to the islands, all have 
been greatly exaggerated. Many of the 
skin diseases, or apparent diseases of 
the skin, are really caused by mosquito 
or other insect bites. 
The natives let 
their finger nails grow to a great length, 
and it is the scratching of the insect 
bites with these poisonous nails that 
causes many of the sores. Quite a num ­ 
ber of cases of deformity are seen among 
natives. 
In stature the Filipino is of the di­ 
m inutive type. 
Between the pure na 
five and the Kanaka of the Hawaiian 
Islands there appears to bo some rela-

REGULATING SPIRITUALISM. 


I'roponed to Rntnbtla h C o l l e g i a t e I n ­ 
s t i t u t i o n In L o n d o n F o r M e dium s. 
A movement is on foot in London to 
put the practice of Spiritualism very 
much upon the same footing as the 
practice of medicine. 
It is proposed to 
establish a collegiate institution for 
tim formal instruction of mediums and 
to provide for the authorized licensing 
of mediums capable of conducting ortho­ 
dox seances. 
The new scheme owes its origin to a 
Mrs. Stun nard. Her object, she says, is 
to protect the public from experiment­ 
ing with fraudulent and incompetent 
Spiritualists. She thinks these fakirs, by 
advertising themselves as professionals, 
have caused Spiritualistic experiments 
of the genuine type to be derided. 
She 
desires to organize a society which will 
issue a classified list of the duly quali­ 
fied working mediums. 
Blank forms will be circulated, to be 
signed by all mediums in the country, 
and only such as give satisfactory evi­ 
dence of their power will be recommend­ 
ed to the public as duly authorized to 
put people in communication with their 
friends in the nether world. The college 
which will prepare persons for the prac­ 
tice of niediuniship is to have a decid­ 
edly novel curriculum—seances, gyra­ 
tions and classic dances being expected 
to occupy a large part of the attention 
of the students.—New York Journal

should not enter into the question of 
higher politics, and I know that the 
American people are too broad minded 
to allow the minor consideration to in­ 
fluence them in the greater things at 
stake. 
It is true that tariff regulations 
in this country and restrictive legisla­ 
tion in ours have caused considerable 
ill will, but this is tho natural result of 
the great struggle for commercial sn 
prom acy. 
“ Hie I nited 
States has had the 
•ame fooling toward France and toward 
Great Britain. 
It is true the Dingley 
tariff law aroused some ill will among 
the agricultural element in Germany, 
just as the meat restrictions inflamed 
sentiment among the Chicago dealers. 
But the German people certainly real­ 
ized that this government had a right 
to make laws to suit the needs of its 
own citizens, and we always looked for­ 
ward to tho time when by some special 
legislation the clauses which worked 
hardships for our people would be re­ 
moved. These were never considered 
sufficiently grave to cause unfriendli­ 
ness between the two nations. 
“ Coming to a subject of later devel­ 
opment and of more momentous import, 
the attitude cf Germany toward the 
I nib d States during the late war with 
Spain, I can fiay w itil perfect truth and 
frankness that notwithstanding all that 
has been said to the contrary there 
never was a moment when this govern­ 
ment thought for one instant that Ger­ 
many was otherwise than friendly and 
woll disposed. 
There never was a mo­ 
ment when the German government 
thought that the United States was 
actuated by any but just and honorable 
niofives in its conduct of the war. 
“ About the vexations question of the 
I nilippinoa and the presence of a large 
German fleet near those islands, it must 
w remembered that Germany’s com­ 
mensal interests required these precau­ 
tions. Germany has greater and more

One of the members of a section of 
the Utah battery did a gallant deed on 
the night of July 31, when the battle 
was raging furiously. 
A Spanish bat­ 
tery, only 800 yards distant, was doing 
splendid shooting, and it was afterward 
s od that German gunners were handl­ 
ing the pieces for the Dons. 
One shell 
had exploded right in front of the em­ 
brasure of piece No. I, another shot took

The whole city shivered in apprehen­ 
sion yesterday afternoon when the mer­ 
cury began going down the tube of 
every thermometer in town, and the 
whole city was shivering in earnest 
at 6 o'clock when it became evident that 
rero weather was not a marker to what 
woald come before midnight. 
It had 
been cold, but not so cold as to endanger 
any one, and the sadden change came 
In the nature of a surprise to all who 
have not been following conditions these 
past few days. 
The story of the cold is interesting. 
Before t> o’clock the thermometer had 
passed zero, and at 7 it was three de­ 
grees below. 
Nine o’clock saw the five 
mark passed, and at IO :30 it had reached 


tit on its downward road. 
Then it be­ 
came so cold that observers generally 
went to bed and allowed the mercury to 
pursue its chosen way without comment. 
When daylight came this morning 
there was more shivering. 
At the resi­ 
dence of F. D. Kitchel. in Fifth street, 
an excellent thermometer stands out 
from the second story and cannot be 
Influenced to any considerable extent 
bv anything bat natural causes. 
It reg­ 
istered at 7 o’clock just 14 degrees. 
A 
thermometer similarly placed at the 
residence 
of L. 
M. 
Thomas, 
in 
Seventh 
street, 
showed 
the same 
mark at that hoar, while at the store of 
John Hodson the mercury was at ll 
degrees at 7 :30 o’clock. 
The thermome­ 
ter on the bridge showed 12 degrees,and 
that at the First National bank 13. 
It 
can thus be seen that there was very 
little variation in the register, although 
it was colder on the hill than in the 
lower part of the city. 
The cold weather was responsible for 
a great deal of inconvenience and not a 
little suffering. 
Water 
pipes 
were 
frozen in all parts of town, and plumbers 
had their time well occupied taking 
care of business today. 
The gas com­ 
panies. as usual, could not provide their 
customers with sufficient fuel to keep 
them warm, and complaints were heard 
everywhere today. 
Suffering from this 
cause alone a uonnted to a consideration 
Persons who are employed at out 
door work suffered most, particularly 
teamsters and drivers. 
It was almost 
impos-ible for them to ride, and many 
were seen walking near their horses as 
thev moved 
as rapidly as possible 
through the streets. 
Some ears aud 
noses were nipped, and in one instance 
a big man was seen standing in the 
street while two companions rubbed his 
ears vigorously with snow. 
A number 
of sledding parties were abandened on 
account of the cold, and more or less in­ 
convenience was felt at the potteries. 
Trams were late, the early train from 
Pittsburg having been delayed by a 
frozen steam pipe. 
Those who have followed the matter 
carefully say it is colder than daring the 
famous snap in January 1897, or Febru­ 
ary 1895 
At noon some thermometers 
registered at zero, but cold weather is 
predicted for tonight.

While the soldier boys of 1898 are 
gathered at the fireside in their north­ 
ern homes, with the snow' falling out­ 
side and the sharp, cold wind whistling 
about tin* housetops, telling their moth­ 
ers and sisters of the scenes they saw in 
beautiful Cuba and still more beautiful 
Porto Rico, scientists and relic hunters 
by tin* score are traversing those same 
mountains and valleys and woodland 
jungles. These hunters began to arrive 
in tIi(E West Indies after most of the 
soldiers had left. 
Some are in diligent 
pursuit of materials, weapons, cooking 
utensils, bullets and the like which 
were used by the soldiers. 
Others are 
gathering invaluable scientific knowl­ 
edge in regard to the islands 
The scientists now in Cuba and Porto 
Rico art* as yet a comparatively small 
lot, hut they are progressing with their 
usual E nterprise and persistency, and al­ 
ready they have made a number of dis- 
coveries which will prove of no little 
importance to the specialist in geology, 
botany, zoology, anthropology, and the 
like. 
The Smithsonian institution is 
taking a very prominent part in these 
researches, and several scientists detail­ 
ed by it are conducting extensive inves­ 
tigations. 
Many specimens of tho flora 
and fauna of the West, Indies have al­ 
ready been shipped to 
Washington 
through the assistance of the depot 
quartermaster of the army located in 
Cuban and Porto Rican cities. Tin* rel­ 
ies, as one of the scientists said, urt» to 
bo used as an object lesson to the Amer­ 
ican people, for. when dt'posited in suit­ 
able cases in the department of A limn - 
ean history in the National museum, I 
they will he seen by thousands of visit- I 
ors annually, not only by Washington!- j 
ans, not only by Americans, but by 
people from all over the world. 
Among the scientist* now in Porto 
Rico is Professor Paul Beckwith of the 
.Smithsonian institute, who is milking 
collections of historical, archaeological 
and war relics. 
Another is Dr. A. B. 
Baker of the National Zoological park, 
nlso detailed by the Smithsonian insti­ 
tute. 
lie is making a “ grand tour” on 
the IT. S. 8. Fishbawk in West Indian 
waters and is gathering a collection of 
hying animals ami especially of fish. Of 
the latter it is said he has found several 
species which were totally unknown to 
the naturalist. 
Books and rare manu­ 
script-! ire bi'ing collected by Mr. Frie- 
denwald, who represents the congres­ 
sional library, while many others, trav­ 
eling un private enterprise, are making 
botanic al and aoological collections. In 
tliE*ir work th«*y are being assisted by 
Professor Mark N. Harrington, who is 
now located in Porto Rico. 
Professor Bi'ckwith, in a recent arti­ 
cle in the San Juan (Porto Rico) N e*wh, 
tells of some of his experiences and of 
his researc hes. 
The professor has been 
in Porto Rico for over three months, 
having traveled from north to south sev­ 
eral times and three-quarters of tin’ 
route around the coast from San Juan 
to Arroyo, and he will now continue his 
labors on tin* island of Cuba. 
Among I 
the relics ho bas already forwarded to 
the institute are swords of very ancient 
date, rare flintlock pistols, weapons of 
hardened cocoa wood, equipments of 
officers in the recent war, all kinds of 
Spanish weapons, insignia of honor for- I 
uicrly worn by the Spaniards, domestic 
implements of the natives, articles of 
luxury from the rich Porto Rican’s 
palace, aud so on. 
• 
In speaking of tin* general conditions I 
of Porto Rico Professor Beckwith refers 
to the genera! richness of the soil and j 
to the great opportunity for develop- ;

“ I believe that the ludo -Borinquon 
was the first people of whom any train 
has reached us. 
Then followed the Ca­ 
rib, who, in my mind, exterminated 
the last of the ludo-Borinquens, tho 
aborigines, as far as indicated by the re­ 
mains left by this prehistoric race, cor- 
sisting of stone idols, insignia of rank 
and ornaments, celts and mortars. The 
insignia of rank are stone collars, sup­ 
posed to have been worn around the 
neck by their chiefs, who also performed. 
tin1 functions of high priests; celts sim­ 
ilar to those of the American Indian of 
the stone age; idols of peculiar form, 
represen ti ng a mountain similar ii* 
form to the largest in the island an'* 
terminating at the base on each end 
with heads, one representing the house­ 
hold god and the opposite end that of 
the totem of the clan. 
In this, some 
claim, is the representation of a don blo 
headed turtle upholding on its hack tho 
island symbolized by tho mountain 
The workmanship is good. 
As yet no 
trace of a language, whether repri field­ 
ed by hieroglyphics or characters, has 
been found either on the idols or other 
stone relics or inscribed on tho walls of 
the eaves (or ‘churches.’) that I have 
visited 
namely, the one near A juntos 
and the one at Athonite. **—Washing­ 
ton Post.

H. M. Buck. a watchmaker of Thomp­ 
sonville. Conn., has invented a rotary 
cylinder which is designed to increase 
the speed of steamships 50 per cent and 
at the same time do away entirely with 
the vibration of vessels. 
His method is 
to utilize all the expansion of steam for 
driving 
power, thus 
avoiding 
the 
waste, which in the cylinders now in 
use is computed at 98 per cent. 
It is 
this waste which requires tho enormous 
coal consumption of modern steam ves­ 
sels and the appropriation of an abner 
mally large space in the vessel’s hull fur 
coal bunkers,

Mr. Buck has opened negotiations 
j with the British government 
As a re­ 
sult an engineer came to New York 
from England about one month ago and 
met Mr. Buck and saw his model. 
The 
j British agent tested it very thoroughly 
and approved it. He went back to Eng 
land about two weeks ago, taking "a 
duplicate model with him, having first, 
acting in accordance with his instruc­ 
tions. made the following contract with 
the inventor:

Hfe in the Philippines one m ust visit 
the F i l i p i n o iii his bamboo shack, with 
the Filipino senora and senorita and 
that most interesting of youngsters in 
the world, the Filipino pickaninny, 
who seems as content in a bamboo bas­ 
ket en the m other’s head as in the 
wickerwork cradle or hammock. 
To 


A m erican eyes the native home life 
presents many unique and interesting 
phases. 
There is a wide difference be­ 
tween city and country life in the P hil­ 
ippines. and it is in the rural sections 
that the Filipino is seen in his n atu ral­ 
ness and simplicity. 
Here, as in most 
other tropical countries, the houses are 
hail! with steep thatched roofs, w ith 
the eaves running nearly down to the 
pound. 
About Manila bay the native 
(hacks are built of bamboo, and there 
•re many 
villages 
of 
these 
queer 
bouses. Bacoor, Paranique, Pasig, Tun- 
falo, Maricaban, Malaban and a h u n ­ 
dred other towns are scattered about 
tile bay, and in all of these the natives 
are thickly crowded. 
A native shack is usually only one 
(tory high, with the floor raised three 
feet from the ground, which is neces- 
Kiry on account o f the swampy condi­ 
tion cf the land. 
All about the native 
huts ar** piles of dirt and filth, and 
everywhere the most insanitary condi­ 
tions prevail. 
There are usually three 
or four generations quartered in each 
•hack. Aside from the natives of all 
•ires and ages, from the gray haired 
padre and senora down to th e 'diminu­ 
tive pickaninny, the goats and other a n ­ 
imals are sheltered within. 
The watt-*- 
buffalo is housed in an adjoining shack. 
Before we reached here our men had 
beard t f the Philippine w ater buffalo 
and had formed various ideas of the ani 
mal. When one was first sighted, we 
were not a little surprised. 
The water 
buffalo, which is the Filipino’s chief 
beast of burden, closely resembles an 
cs in size and form, though its horns 
are larger and more widely spread apart. 
Tilt- natives are frequently seen bathing 
the buffalo in the waters of the Pasig, 
and to us it was a novel performance 
The animals disport themselves in tha 
itream in real amphibious fashion, jus­ 
tifying th.) title of water buffalo. 
In a native village nearly all the peo­ 
ple are related as a result of the system 
of intermarriage. 
One family usually 
fettles down in some place apart from 
tho others, and as the fam ily increases 
the town or hamlet grows, new shacks 
being added as they are needed. In the 
original marriage customs of the natives 
the USU ages of Pacific islanders were 
closely followed. 
W hile some of the 
primitive customs have been lost sight 
of in the recent changes, m any of them 
•fill prevail. 
Like Jacob of old, the 
filipino lover is still required to do a 
term of service for the father of his in­ 
tended bride, and the courtship is filled 
with trying ceremonies and unpleasant 
vicissitudes fur the young conple before 
- ey wed and obtain a place in the 
household. 
Groat sim p licity prevails in all phases 
" r ihpino life. A native will live upon

I he natives have some curious ideas 
of industrial economy. 
Many will toil 
j all day long for a few centavos or loiter 
j around a whole day on the street cor­ 
ners in the hope of making a peseta car­ 
rying some burden, while their fields, 
embracing the richest and most pro­ 
ductive lands on the islands, go untilled 
But, alter all, it is not really necessary 
to pay any great attention to the cu lti­ 
vation of the soil if one is content to 
live in accordance with the Filipino’s 
prim itive ideas of life. 
Iii his native 
condition the needs of the Filipino are 
few and simple. 
Cureless alike of tile 
past and future, he lives from hand to 
month, letting each day take care of 
itself. Ho knows that the fruitful soil, 
almost w ithout tillage, will yield him 
the necessities of life. 
The very condi­ 
tions of his existence breed indolence 
and unconcern a* to the future. 
Thus it is with the great mass of the 
native population, but it must not be 
inferred that there are no industrious 
people among the Filipinos.

profession in Manila we find natives 
engaged, and everywhere they displav 
fine

These weapons are long, 
sharp knives, and in the hands of tin 
natives, who know so well how’ to us* 
them, they are formidable both in sen 
defense and attack upon a foe. 
Since the Filipino has learned tie 
value of American money it has incitt d 
his avarice to a remarkable degree. To 
him our gold coin was a revelation, and 
he at once fell iii love w ith it.

Spanish had no gold coins here. Only a 
crude paper money and the rough silvei 
pieces and smaller fractional currency 
were in circulation. 
To get money tin 
native will sell anything, even to hi.* 
wife.

banks, the custom house, in factories 
and in stores they are prominent. 
We 
find them employed as civil guards in 
Manila, as conductors on the street ca* 
j line and as operatives on the railroad.

visited doz n u of them at work in their 
places of business and have found main 
possessing some knowledge of the Ex < 
Bsh language. 
In every case they dis 
played many distinguishing traits. 
Manila has a native piano makei 
who constructs from home materials 
entirely a grade of instruments which 
will compare favorably with those mad* 
in the United States. The native a rtis t 
aud sculptors are adepts. 
I have had a 
considerable acquaintance with a phy-i 
clan, a suigcon in Aguinaldo ’a army, 
and his knowledge of medicine is a.* 
complete as that of most graduates oi 
American 
medical colleges. 
So it if- 
through the whole of the life and trade 
of Manila and Luzon. W hile it is to be 
expected th at we would find not a few 
who have risen above the rabble and 
imbibed the more advanced ideas of Eu­ 
ropean civilization, yet it is surprising 
how’ many of these have entered int* 
the regeneration of their fellow beings 
and the transformation of Manila urn] 
the Philippines. 
There has been much written con­ 
cerning the diseases prevalent among 
the natives of these islands. 
True it is 
that Luzon has its lepers, but leprosy is 
not prevalent oil 
viands to any 
great extent. As to the many other dis 
eases credited to the islands, all have 
been greatly exaggerated. Many of th* 
skin diseases, or apparent diseases of 
the skin, are really caused by mosquito 
or other inflect bites. 
The natives let 
their finger nails grow to a great length, 
and it is the scratching of the insect 
bites with these poisonous nails that 
causes many of the sores. Quite a num ­ 
ber of cases of deformity are seen among 
natives. 
In stature the Filipino is of the di­ 
m inutive type.
